names of proprietors, description of estates, 
amount assessed, amount paid and memo- 
randa. The record was commenced about 
a year nsjo, under the direction of the 
Sewer Board, for the purpose of facilita- 
ting the transaction of public business!, 
Messrs. John L. Crosby, City Treasurer^ 
and Baldwin and Coombs, civil engineers^ 
were em ployed to compile the work, in-l 
volving tie examination of maby separate 
records and embracing the entire history 
of our city sewerage up to Che present 
time.
